INSURRECTION AT VIENNA. 
Particulars of the late infurreétion-at Vienna, in confe- 
uence of which General Bernadotte, the French 
mbaffador, has left that capital. 


On the 13th April 1796, the mafs of the people at 
Vienna voluntarily took up arms to defend the city and 
the palace of their Monarch again{t the attack of the 
French army, thea fuppofed vo be in full march towards 
that city. On the evening of the laft anniverfary of 
this day, which was celebrate with great folemnity, the 
tri-coloured flag was difplayed in triumph before fuo-fet, 
at the balcony of the French Ambaifador’s hotel. A 
| report of this circumftance being fpread, produced mur- 
murs among the people, and occafioned their aflembling 
in groupes in the {treets. 

One of the Chief Commiffioners of the Police wait- 
ed upon the Ambaffador, and preffed him, in the moft 
earneft manner, to order the flag to be removed, de- 
claring that the people were fo exafperated, that it was 
impoflible to anfwer for the confequences, if it were 
fuffered to remain, The Ambajflador received him with 
great haughtinefs, and putting his hand upon his fword, 
announced his determinatioa to defend the flag, which 
was hoifted in confequence of orders from the Di- 
rectory. 

The populace, in the mean time, were approaching 
in great crowds to the houfe of the Ambaffador. ‘They 
demanded, by repeated cries, that the flag fhould be ta- 
ken down, and at length proceeded to affail the houfe 
with ftones, by which all the windows were deltroyed, 
The Joudelt acclamations of loyalty and attachment to 
the Emperor were heard, accompanied with expreffions 


fof ign of the Freach. A {mall'picket of cavalry, 


foon arrived, but were unable to o- 
vercome the people. A boy mounted to the- balcony, 
and pulled down the flag, which was inftantly torn, and 
the {tandard was burnt. 
The refentment of the people, however, did not ftop. 
here—they burft open the gate of the hotel, threatening 
ia the moft violent language to facritice the Ambaffador 
and all his fuite. They demolithed every thing found 
on the ground-floor of the hotel. . They laid hold of 
two of the Ambaffador’s carriages and dragged them, 
the one to a neighbouring {quare, and the other to the 
Court of the Palace, and broke them in pieces.—~While 
they were thus employed, a detachment of military ar- 
rived, and availing themfelves of the abfence of the mob, 
occupied the entrances into the ftreet in which the Am- 
baffador’s houfe is fituated, and prevented their return. 
Marthal. Kinfky, Governor of the town, and another 
officer, waited upon the Ambaffador, and informed him 
that he had nothing further to apprehend. ‘Phe gates 
of the town were fhut during the night, to prevent the 
crowds being increafed by the people who were flocking 
in from the fuburbs. When they were opened in the 
morning, a picket of cavalry was ftationed at each gate. 
Early in the evening, M. Bernadotte wrote to Baron 
Thugut, to inform’ him of the infult offered to him, 
and to demand proteétion.
